ANTI-LIGHTING OF DEER 
DESERVES SUPPORT ° 
BY SPORTSMEN 

The Maine Dept. of Inland 
Fisheries and Game is on ree- 
ord in favor of proposed legis- 
lation that wodld make it un- 
lawful to illuminate deer at 
night during fall and winter 
montha, 

There are several problems 
connected with the use of lights 


: to spot deer at night, according 


to Chief Warden Elmer H. In- 
graham, Many “market hunt 
ers” use two cars, one contain- 
ing a gun, the other a light. 
This makes a hard job for the 
warden unless he catches a 
person in the act of shooting 
a deer, Under present law, tin- 
less an person has both light 
and gun at night, the warden 
cannot. charge night ‘hunting. 

Another practise of night 
hunters is to go out with only 
a light, perhaps having guns 
concealed in the underbrush. 
With only a light, they can 
locate deer and often locate the 
place of concealment of the 
warden who must Investigate 
the lights he sees. in the fields. 

Sonie persons, who just like 
to sce deer at night, uninten- 
tionally hamper the warden 
in a similar manner; when he 
goes to investigate their lights, 
he is wasting time he might be 
using to apprehend night hunt- 
ers. 

People living in rural areas 
are often concerned when they 
aee lighta in the fields. Fearful 
of bullets flying near their 
buildings, they call for the war- 
den. In casé the person with 
the light is merely enjoying 
himself by spotting deer, the 
warden haa wasted valuable 
lime. Often he has to travel 
gome distance atid be away 


from hia real work for one or. 


two hours. 

Ingraham says that in his 
opinion, lighting brings on the 
posting of land. While poating 
doesn’t bother night hunters, 
some rural Jandownera post 
their land in an attempt to stop 
the practise. This‘shuts off, to 
all hunters, areas which would 
otherwise have been open to 
public hunting. oe

ACCIDENTS. ARE SELDOM 
ACCIDENTAL, SAYS 
DR, KARL MENNINGER. 

The killer behind a steering 
wheel could be your emotion— 
out of control—says one of Am- 
erica’s leading psychfatrists. 

Anger, for example, can be 


‘murderous or suicidal for a mo- 


torist, according to Dr. Karl 
Monninger, chairman of the 
well-known Menninger Foun- 
dation in Topeka, Kansas. 

Dr, Menninger, writing in 
the Winter 1961 issuc of Home 
& Highway, policyholder maga- 
zine of the Allstate Insurance 
Companies, points ont that 
we tend to avoid responsibility 
for our accidents, 

“Accidents, we aay, are caus- 
ed by fate, by hard luck, by in- 
adverterice or ignorance or 
carélesaness or distraction or 
alcohol,” write Dr. Menninger. 

But if a driver becomes care- 
less, the psychiatrist asks, what 
factors in him contributed to 
that costly, careless moment? 

“Thore 1s 2 little murder and 
a little suicide dwelling in ev- 
ery man’s heart. Give him such 
a powerful weapon as a car, 
inflame his inhibitions or irrl- 
tntions or frustrations, then 
add alcohol or fatigue, and the 
murder or silicide may get 
committed.” . 

Discussing “accident prone- 
ness,” which has been a widely 
used term, Dr. Menninger 
writes in the 4 million circula- 
tion Allstate publication: “To- 
day we would rather aay that 
necldent pronencss is some- 
thing that all of us have more 
or leas, atid more on one day 
than on another. The question 
is, what fa your accident prone- 
yeas level today? 

“It fluctuates with various 
factors, Resentmonts stemming 
from childhoad, weatiness, fx- 
tigue, a.series of disappoint- 
ments. And sometimes these 
feelings lead. to an accident. 

“We'know that relatively few 
accidents are wholly acciden- 
fal. The number of aceldonts 
aacribable to pure chance muat 
be well below 15 per cent.” 

‘Dr Menninger concludes: 
“No healthy-minded person ov- 
er aaye'It can't happen to 
ine,’ He might mest a fool, you 
know. Or he might avon tempo 
farily be one”

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ALIENS. MUST REGISTER 
THIS MONTH 

C, C, Doughty, District Dir- 
ector of the Immigration and 
Naturalization Service urges 
all aliens in Maine who have 
not yet filled out alien address 
report forms, to do so before 
January 31st at the nearest 
Immigration Service office or 
local Post Office. 

The Immigration official 
pointed out that the law re- 
quires all nencitizens, except 
persons in diplomatic status, 
foreign representatives to cer- 
tain international organiza- 
tios, such ag the United Na- 
tions, and alieng here tempo- 
rarily as agricultural contract 
Jaborers, to report their address 
to. the Govérnment each Janu- 
ary. 

Mr, Doughty added: “The 
parent or legal guardian of an 
alien child under 14 years of 
age must fill out the address 
report form for such a child 
in order to comply with the 
law.” 

He declared; “We have tried 
to make it as convenient as pos- 
sible for noncitizens to meet 
the address report reqttire- 
Ments; and, in view of serious 
penalties for wilful violation, 
all persons subject to the ad- 
dress report law are urged to 
fulfill this obligation before 
the end of January.” 

Mr. Doughty advised: “It is 
easy for an alien to meet this 
requirement, He just goes to the 
nearest Immigration office or 
post office, fills out the address 
report form, and returns it to 
the clerk. Any noncitizen who 
is il] may send a friend or rel- 
ative to obtain the card for 
him, and return it to the clerk 
after it has been completed by 
the alien.” 

The Immigration official said 
“18,000 alieng in Maine al- 
ready have filled out address 
reports. He estimated that 20,- 
000 such reports will be sub- 
mitted before January 31st.
